LET THE PEOPLE DECIDE 


Our esteemed eastern colleague, the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, notes with valid concern the recent elec- 
tion results which indicate clearly that partisan gerry- 
mandering of political districts has largely nullified 
the intent of the Supreme Court’s one man, one vote 
reapportionment edict. 

it is difficult, as the Monitor points out, for politi- 
cians, whatever their party, to resist the temptation to 
assure “safe” districts by torturing the logical boun- 
dary lines. When the newspaper suggests, however. 
that redistricting should be placed in the hands of a 
commission of political science experts from various 
universities and colleges in order to insure impartial- 
ity, we regretfully part company. 

Professors have a notably bad record as political 
advocates. The vocal activists — the kind that would 
most likely be appointed to such a commission — too 
often have a strong leftist coloration, and too great a 
faith in ideology as a solution for down to earth politi- 
cal problems.

Dascovered In Mineral King Area 


PORTERVILLE - Forest 
rangers have found the 
world’s. three largest 
known: Foxtail pine trees 
in Mineral King, less than 
two miles north of the 
future site of the Disney 
village.. Sequoia National 
Forest Supervisor Law- 
rence M. Whitfield re- 
ceived confirmation of this 
news recently from _ the 
American Foresty associ- 
ation, the official authority 
on champion trees. 

The trio of giant Fox- 
tail pines is situated at 
the 10,200 foot level about 
a half mile east of Timber 
Gap, growing in a pure 
stand along with many other 
smaller  Foxtails. The 
largest of the three trees 
is 26 feet 5 inches in cir- 
cumference, 70 feet tall, 
and has an average crown 
spread of 35 feet. The 
other two over sized coni- 
fers are taller but have

Foxtail pine (Pinus bal- 
fouriana Murray) has 
never been found outside 
California. It is one of 
the heartiest trees known, 
confining itself to rocky 
granite slopes and ridges 
near timber line where 
very few plants can sur- 
vive. It endures extreme 
daily and seasonal varia- 
tions in temperature, heavy 
snowfall in the winter, ex- 
treme drought in the sum- 
mer and a very short 
growing season. 

The name “‘foxtail’’ 
comes from the tail-like 
appearance of the bright 
blue-green foliage which 
grows densely toward the 
ends of the twigs. The pine 
needles, in bundles of fives, 
are ahout one to twoinches 
lcouy = and persist on the 
twigs for ten to twelve 
years. 

The tree produces deep 
purple colored pine cones 
which mature during Au- 
gust of the second year 
and which shed their wind- 
borne seeds during Sep- 
tember. The cones fall 
from the branches during

The 
wood of this tree is ex- 
tremely close-grained and 
brittle. It is seldom used 
for lumber. 

The ages of these three 
trees are not known, and 
not much information has 
been published on the age 
of this species. The fox- 
tails may be quite ancient, 
which would be expected 
of large trees growing 
under bitterly adverse 
conditions at high ele- 
vation. 

Of the 385 champion 
trees in the United States, 
California has 43 and is 
second in this respect to 
Michigan which has 48, 
California boasts the oldest 
tree (a. 4600 year old 
Bristlecone pine in the 
Inyo National. Forest’s 
White Mountains), the 
tallest tree (a 367.8 foot 
coast redwood in Humboldt 
county), and the most 
massive tree (Sequoia 
Park’s General Sherman ).

operations. 
It’s all geared to one 
basic mission - the 


launching of aerial strike 
missions against the 
enemy, and the recovery of 
planes when the mission is 
completed. 

As for the striking power 
of the Hancock - well, let’s 
just say there are some 80 
airplanes aboard, more or 
less, The larger planes, 
with only the pilot aboard, 
carry a bomb load equal to 
or greater than the B-17s 
‘of World War ll, and deliver 
that bomb load at speeds 
in excess of 1,000 miles an 
hour. 

When the Hannah was on 
the line in Vietnam last 
year, her planes flew 11,000 
combat sorties; 14,000 air- 
craft were catapulted from 
her flight deck. 

For an idea as to what it 
takes to keep the Fighting 
Hannah at sea - and this is 
just one carrier in the 
United States Navy - con- 
sider that when she re- 
turned to her Alameda base 
last May, she had been at 
sea 262 days, much of that 
time in combat. 

During that period of 
time she traveled 75,000 
miles; her men used 46,820 
pounds of coffee, 22,669 
pounds of steak, 84,000 
dozen eggs; 10,000 meals 
were served aboard ship 
each day.
